Heston in Orem as part of fund-raiser 


Charlton Heston came to Orem Friday to see “The Ten Commandments” 
the way it was originally made and to see the Arnold Friberg paintings from 
which scenes in the movie were created. 

Friberg, also present at the event, said it was an awesome responsibility to 
try and get the paintings just the way DeMille wanted. All the paintings were 
done between May and December of the same year. The mural of the parting of 
the Red Sea took only two and a half weeks. 

Heston praised the paintings saying some of them were better than the 
scenes in the film, particularly the mural of the parting of the Red Sea. 

The paintings, special effects mock-ups, audience response cards and an 
original script, which are part of BYU’s Cecil B. DeMille collection, were on 
display at the SCERA theater in Orem to kick-off fund raising efforts for a 
proposed cultural arts center. 

Heston said the first scene they shot was the burning bush scene where 
Moses talked with God. The scene was shot on the side of Mount Siani. 

“I would not say I saw God, but you can’t walk down the side of Mount Sinai 
in a Levite robe and bare feet and not feel something,” Heston said.

Atlantis lands safely, ending mission 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. — Space shuttle Atlantis landed 
safely on a California desert runway Sunday, completing a secret military 
mission that included the launch of a $500 million spy satellite. 

“Congratulations on a great flight, guys, and welcome back,” Mission Con- 
trol communicator Steve Oswald said. 

Atlantis, carrying a crew of five military men, plunged through the Earth’s 
atmosphere in a long fiery dive, flashed over the California coastline north of 
Los Angeles and touched down at Edwards Air Force base at 10:08 a.m. PST. 

With mission commander John O. Creighton at the controls, Atlantis landed 
smoothly on a dry lakebed runway. 

It rolled to a stop 75 seconds later on the center line, ending a 41/2-day 
mission. 

Atlantis returned to Earth as a weather front packing high winds moved 
ade Edwards Air Force Base, threatening unacceptable conditions for the 
touchdown. 


Suspect arrested in SWKT bomb threat 


A suspect has been arrested in connection with a Friday incident in the 
Spencer W. Kimball Tower. Friday, six small fires were set and a bomb threat 
was called in to University Police. The suspect was arrested after being 
questioned by University Police Friday evening, but no charges have been 

led. She is now in the hospital for observation. 

The building was evacuated for more than two hours while police conducted 
a floor-to-floor search for a bomb. Paul Richards, director of BYU Public 
Communications, said bomb experts from Salt Lake City and the State Fire 
Marshall were called in to investigate. No bombs were found. 

University Police received the threat at 1:30 p.m. Friday. Brent Harker, 
assistant director of BYU Public Communications, said the caller was ex- 
tremely nervous to the point of crying. “She said her friend had set a bomb in 
the building and had set two fires,” he said. 

The suspect was in the SWKT when police received the call. 

“The caller didn’t have a ‘friend,’ ” Richards said. There were six fires set in 
five locations. Three of the fires were in women’s restrooms in trash baskets. 
Two were in classrooms. One was set on a piece of carpet near a piano. “In all 
cases a flammable liquid was placed ane lit with a match,” Harker said. 
Custodians found two of the fires before the building was evacuated. 


Kohl refuses to accept WWII border 


WEST BERLIN — Chancellor Helmut Kohl of West Germany is embroiled 
in controversy over his refusal to categorically accept the Polish-German 
border set at the end of World War II. 

It has become a political issue; recognition of the boundary could cost Kohl 
votes in the December West German election. But his failure to renounce any 
future attempt to regain former territories lost in the war could delay German 
reunification. 

Kohl has come under attack from Poland, from the World War II Allies and 
from the opposition in West Germany and even in his own Cabinet for failing to 
give an unequivocal promise on the border. 

There have been demonstrations in Poland in support, of Polish. demands,

LDS Czech’s receive full religious rights 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has 
won official recognition of Czechoslovakia’s new democratic government, 
allowing the Utah-based faith to exercise full religious rights in the former 
communist nation. 

The recognition comes in the wake of a meeting in Prague between three 
LDS leaders and Czech Deputy Prime Minister Josef Hromadka last month, 
said church spokesman Jerry Cahill. 

“It means we’re able to function fully as a church in that nation,” he said. 
“Actually, the recognition is a restoration, if you will. The church had been 
recognized and we had carried out activities in Czechoslovakia beginning in 
1929 through 1950, when we were required to leave. This recognition restores 
our status.” 

The Feb. 21 recognition allows the church to buy and sell property and 
re-establish a mission there, Cahill said. 

The church also has announced the addition of eight-new missions.

The Night- 
mare: Which job do I choose? 

The goals of education are many 
and varied, but one remains a reality. 
When school is nothing more than a 
memory, our lives will revolve in part 
around our jobs. ‘What professions 
are hot? What are the trends? What 
looks promising and what doesn’t? 

Getting advice on career prospects 


about the state of the economy — ev- 
eryone has a different opinion. But 
the experts agree on certain trends 
that are shaping the face of the job 
market. 

R. Wayne Hansen, managing di- 
rector of BYU Placement and Em- 
ployment Services, is enthusiastic 
about the big-name companies that 
visit BYU looking for graduates each 
year. But he says more often than 
not, students get hired by smaller 
companies. 

“At the heart of the economy are 
companies with 30, 40, 50 em- 
ployees,” he said. “So many times we 
have students get hired by companies 
we’ve never even heard of. Many of 
these kids have a chance to make a 
real impact in companies this size.

wayside. The agricultural sciences, 
for example, have been a victim. ” 

At the top of the heap of jobs witha 
bright future are those in business. J. 
Russell Sutton, founder of The Cen- 
ter for Human Resources, describes 
the 1990s as “The Decade of the En- 
trepreneur” in the College Placement 
Council Annual. Sutton identifies the 
skills necessary to make it as a suc- 
cessful entrepreneur: 

* A successful attitude that in- 


“cludes the ability to adapt, work hard, 


be aggressive, and persevere. 

* People skills that encompass com- 
munications, presence and bearing, 
and a high energy level. 

* Managerial aptitude, that re- 
quires creativity, independent judg- 
ment and planning. 

* Team orientation that uses coop- 
eration, loyalty and employee rela- 
tions as its base. 

Sutton, warns. that sometimes 
highly successful entrepreneurs may 
not. be able to manage the business 
they were successful at starting. This 
should be a consideration. But for the 
most part, he’s optimistic. 

“The climate probably can’t get 


“much better,” Sutton advises. “So, if 


entrepreneurship has been an objec- 
tive on which you have focused for 


- some time, perhaps now is the time to 
‘pursue that goal.” 


U.S. News and World Report notes 
that specialization is a major trend in 
the job market these days. Business, 

science, computers, law, medicine 
and health-related professions are 


tending toward tighter job descrip- 


tions serving a more narrowly defined 
sector. 
For example, the recent excite- 


- amentiover.the environment has led to 


the need for “environmental engi- 
neers” who can work with waste man- 


seekers unless the two somehow con- 
nect. And for BYU students, the ser- 
vices in the Placement Center can 
help make that connection. 

R. Wayne Hansen, managing di- 
rector of BYU Placement and Em- 
ployment Services, says the Place- 
ment Center, D-240 ASB, is just one 
of the resources graduating students 
should use in job hunting. He empha- 
sizes the need to start early in the job 
search, -° is 
- “Starting early in one’s college ca- 
reer is desirable,” Hansen said. “We 
recommend students start to get out 
about three semesters before the 
graduate. It doesn’t matter how you 
do it; more important is that you do 
something.” 

“Doing something” can include ev- 
erything from making lists of poten- 
tial employers to contacting relatives 
and BYU graduates to arrange for 
internships. But for many BYU stu- 
dents, registering with the Place- 
ment Center is an integral part of that 
employment strategy. 

The: process is simple. Students 
register by supplying the Center with 
basic information, such as major, 
graduation date, location they would 
like to work. The Placement Center 
then passes this information on to 
compatible companies. The compa- 
nies can either contact the student 
directly or meetwith students in in- 


' terviews on campus. 


In addition, the Placement Center 
regularly posts lists of visiting compa- 
nies in more than 25 buildings across 
campus. Students can check these 
lists and then sign up for interviews. 

“We have about 600 company visits 
each year,” Hansen said. “They con- 


| duct in excess of 10,000 interviews. 
/ It’s big business.” 


Lloyd E. Hawkins, Placement Cen- 
ter manager, said 3,000 to 5,000 stu- 
dents go through the Placement Cen- 
ter in a: year. But it’s difficult to 
estimate just: how many students get 


' “placed,” because there are different 
definitions of success in placement. 


“When you talk about placement, 


there are different aspects to place- - 


ment,” Hawkins said. “Some stu- 
dents go on to graduate school, some 
go into the military, some, become 
housewives; other go on missions, so 
there are a lot of compohents to ‘job 
placement’ other than just getting a 
job. We feel successful if we help stu- 
dents fit into the new program or job 
that’s best for them. 

“Some students get jobs through 
placement and don’t even realize it. 
Often we send out data sheets to com- 
panies who then contact students and 
offer them jobs, and the students 
never even know we were involved. 
We do a lot of. behind-the-scenes 
work.” 

Hansen’s and :Hawkins’s descrip- 
tion of their work is modest. A visit to 
the Placement Center is like discover- 
ing a gold mine. The Center offers 
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The job market in the 1990s:

The Wall Street Journal. reports 
that some attorneys have become so 
specialized in securities that. they 
have actually entered the market as 
brokers to the clients they serve.

As students prepare to leave school 
and move into the work force they 
should be aware of qualities employ- 
ers look for that can’t be taught in the 
classroom, said the Senior Vice Presi- 
dent of Human Resources for Novell 
Inc. 

“A person needs to be able to com- 
municate and be a team player in a 
work setting. And these are qualities 
which can’t be taught,” said Tim Har- 
ris. 

“If a person can’t inter work with 
people in a professional setting, they 
won't make a contribution,” he said. 

Harris said students who have 
worked in a professional setting have 
an advantage when the time comes to 
adapt to a full-time job. A profes- 
sional setting is a foreign environ- 
ment for a person, who enters the 
work force for the first time, he said. 

“If a person can work during the 


summer or be involved in a co-op, 


they will be able to adapt and work in 
the setting as if it is home,” he said. 

According to the 1989-90 College 
Placement Council Annual, a co-op is 
on-the-job-training with an em- 
ployer. Ina co-op, a person does work 
related to one’s career interests using 
the knowledge and skills learned in 
college. A co-op is different from an 
internship in that a student continues 
to work for an employer throughout 
their college education. 

Novell Inc. offers co-ops and in- 
ternships and Harris said they are 
beneficial because when a student be-

Ecclesiastical endorsement 
defended by Elder Packer

The First Presidency of the church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
want to “ensure that students who 
are active members of the church are 
not excluded through enrollment ceil- 
ings while inactive members enjoy 
the blessings of attending church 
schools,” said Elder Boyd K. Packer a 
member of the Council of The Twelve 
Apostles Sunday at the Marriott Cen- 
ter. 

“Students who do not have these 
(ecclesiastical) endorsements may not 
register for University and college 
classes. The Board of Education and 
the Board of Trustees is now strug- 
gling to update our policy of admis- 
sions. We have no choice but to make 
some adjustments to accommodate 
the growth of the church,” said Elder 
Packer. 

He said, “The Board of Trustees 
has no choice but to enforce these poti- 
cies and they are not free to do other- 
wise.” 

“Entrance requirements cannot be 
based on grades alone; church schools 
are not solely for the academically 
gifted,” said Elder Packer. 

According to Elder Packer, in a 
public institution trustees are respon- 
sible to the tax payer. “As trustees of 
the church we are responsible to the 
tithe payers and to the Lord. As such 
we must balance the funds of the 
church so that the central mission of 
the church is accomplished.” 

He said those who are now seniors 
came to BYU with church member- 
ship at 5.9 million. With those who are 
now freshmen the membership has 
increased to 7.2 million. When these 
freshmen graduate church member- 
ship will be at 9 million. 

Thousands of these members 
dream of being admitted at BYU but 
most cannot simply because of enroll- 
ment ceilings and limited space and 
funds, Elder Packer said. 

“Enrollment at the university re-

mains constant; it cannot grow as the 
church grows and the growth of the 
church cannot be held back,” he said. 

The First Presidency has counseled 
youth to attend a college or school 
near their home. “If there’s an insti- 
tute of Religion there we encourage 
them to attend,” Elder Packer said. 

The LDS church now has Institutes 
of Religion in 1,711 colleges and uni- 
versities across the world. These in- 
stitutes enroll 126,000 students. 

Elder Packer said, “How painful it 
is for us to see so many worthy for 
whom there is no room.” 

Students are encouraged to walk 
by faith and take council from courage 
rather than their fears, he said, walk- 
ing by faith requires the courage to 
see beyond the moment and accept 
the council of the Church leaders. 

“Many People want to see the end 
from the beginning. You must have 
courage to walk a few steps into the 
unknown then the light will appear,” 
Elder Packer said.
